The mere pleasure of mak-
g war upon society and blowing soclety to
pleces becatisg {t wears a black coat and pos-
sesees 4 ten-dollar piece, s 80 utterly insane
that only homicidal maniacs ean approve such
& programme. There |8 no money to be made
. fn this work. It does not support the propa-
pnda of a political party. There I8 less sanity
{n the movement than in the cause of the Nihll-
{st. None but cranks would care to enroll them-
pelves among the Anarchists; but cranks, alas,
are an increasing number, and so are the An-
grehists, Though cowed In Germany, and many
of them expelled from Switzgerland, they have
developed among the Latin races of Spaln and
France. The arrests at Valladolld promise to
bring about the uprooting of the soclety in
Spaln.

In London these gentlemen have been serious-
Iy disturbed by the changed attitude of Mr.
Asquith, A fortnight age the Home Secretary
deflantly justified the letting off of what he de-
scribed as superflucus steam in  Trafalgar
Square, For this conduct he has been severely
heckled In the Houge of Commeons and the news-
papers last Saturday. He deemed It advisable
to refuse permisslon to another gathering of
Anarchiste, calied the Commonweal Society, at
that Interesting battleground, because the so-
clety encouraged the massacre of inpocent per-
gons.

rival. While the Irish leaders enntinue very
much at loggerheads among themaselves, trey
n.ll #eem agreed in thelr discontent toward the
Government. Mr, Gladstone hag possibly mol-
Itfied them by his nebulous promise—if his
words amount tn so much—respecting the
evicted tenants bill of next year, hut Mr. As-
quith, for his hauteur in answering the Irish
members, and Mr. Marley, for moving the ma-
chinery of law, are beeoming distinetly un-
popular. In fact, the Irish Nationallst members
and press agsert that Mr. Morley {8 as much
the landlords’ partisan as his predecessor.
This eriticism and the secret socleties will most
possibly stiffen Mr. Morley's back.

The Government proceed slowly in their Par-
llamentary business. The Parish Couneils bill
is waterlogged and makes lttle progress. Only
ten of the seventy odd clauses embracing the hill
are yet passed, and the measure {s a very soliil

ane, full of fresh developments In the detalls of |
municipal government, nor can it be said that |

the Ministry has been thwarted by syvatematic
tactics of the Opposition, as was witnessed in
the Home Rile bill, Mr. Gladstone, belleving
his own supporters the most pereistent spenkers,
is treating them as a schoolmaster deals with
lazy scholars, He threatens to keep them in to
thelr task unlegs they apply themselves more
energetically to voting., He has intimated that
all the Saturdavse—that belng the only hollday
left to the members—may possibly be required
during the remainder of the month, and there
are other encroachments on members' time
avallable which he will appropriate. It appears
almost certain that we shall witness the Come-
mons sitting In January to complete the sesslon
which was begun twelve months ago.

Even when the Parish Councils bill has
passed the lower houss the Lords will have to
deal with It and they are sure to Introduce
changes, Thelr amendments to the Employers'
Liability bl will come omn next week. The
principal ftem will be the relntroduction of Mr.
McLaren's contracting out clause Deputa-
tions representing 100,000 skilled workmen in.
terested In that proposal this week walted upon
Lord Sallsbury, in Devonshire and Argyll. It
is belleved that the Commons will agree to this
amendment, provided the Lords do not meddie
with that part of the blll which abolishes the
doctrine of common employvment. Possibly the
contracting out clause will only be operative
for a limited period, in order to ascertaln how
it works and compares with the provisions of
the Gavernment bill.

There has becn a remarkable breakdown
among the engines of government en the
Continent. The last month has wiinesged a
Ministerial crisls fn Servia, in Spaln, in Aus-
triz, in Greece, in Italy, in France ; and the
commercial treatiezs question surrounds Chan-
cellor von Caprivl with many anxieties. The
crists In Parls s one of the most remarkable
of the thirty which France has witnessed since
the downfall of the Empire. M. Dupuy's ma-
jority promised ten days ago to number three
hundred votes, but owing to the cunning of two
or three colleagues, who disapproved of his mod-
erate policy, M. Dupuy was suddenly thrown
from office. M. Peytral, M. Viette and M. Ter-
rail suspected that M, Dupuy Intended to shed
them directly the Soclallst interrellation was
disposed of. They consequentiy avenged them-
selves and the advanced section to which they
belong by resigning und:r circumstances which
caused a sudden collapse of the whole Cabinet,
The new Prime Minister will have to count

The Italian erigls {= much more serious and
discreditable In 1ts clrcumstances than the
French., It is not merely the result of the in-
evitable conflict of the outs against the ins, or
of personal rivalries or political jealousles, but
the outcome of & report on bank scandals, which
enmpromises the honesty of publle man. Nor
has it been easy to find any substitute for Bignor
Giolittl, who was not under simllar puspicions.
sven Signor Crispl is Involved in the seandal.
It is not that public men have heen personally
corrupt, but that they have tolerated the bank
funds being used for press and electoral pur-
poses, and winked at the eorruption of other
people,

These events occurring at a moment when
Ttallan finance i8 in a desperate condition, the
enuntry threatens to drift toward absolute hope-
lessness. Though a man of experience ke Sig-
nor Zanardelll = attempting to form # new
Ministry, vet the Radical party present him so
drastic a programme for reforming the Consti-
tution  and for Increasing the power of the
Chamber that he will be a marvellous pilot if
he gets his Cabinet together and steers the ship
into smooth waters,

The economlical difficulties hefore the new -
srnment ars so grave that th belief prevails
in some BEuropean bourses that Italy cannot
possibly recover herself without making some
sort of eompromise with her ereditors In order
ta afford the country some financial rellef. It
18 understood, according to the current story,
that the other two members of the Triple Al-
liancs are willing to allow Italy to reduce her
forces by two army corpd, on candition that ghe
retalns the remainder at an efficient strength
and adds to her navy. The actlon of Grecee
may glve encouragement to some ltalian poll-
ticlang to whitewash themselves at the expensa
of ‘thelr creditors, which, however, Is not the
course King Humbert will readily assent to,

What might have been a very interesting
law suit was just settled by an arrangement
almost before it began. One Seaton, a promoter
and manager of several short-lived clubs, sued
George Abington Daird's executors for £15,000,
alleged to he owing to him by Mr. Balrd when
he died in New-Orleans. Many feading counsel
were engaged on both sldes, Mrs. Langtry was
in the precincts of the court fo be called as a
witness and everybody was eager to hear what
she might say respecting her relatlons to Seaton
and “Squire” Abington. Her cross-examina-
tion would have helped to dispel the gloom of
a London December, but public curifosity has
been baulked by a private settlement.

GRAVE .CHARGES AGAINST H. H. WARNER.
ACCUSED IN THE REPORT OF HIS LONDON COM-
PAXY OF MISSTATING ACCOUNTS AND
CAUSING A SHORTAGE OF £182439.

London, Dec, 2.—In 188 H. H. Warner, proprietor
of “Warner's Bafe Cure” and other proprietary
medicines, started a company here, capitalizing It
at a large sum. To-day the report of the directors
for the year ended in July last was submitted to
the sharcholders. The report states that the ac-
eounts for 1892 are {naccurate and that Mr. Warner
purposely misstated them in order to swell the
apparent profits of the company. The report fur-
ther charges that Mr. Warner appropriated (o his
own use funds of the Amerlean corporation at
Rochester and that when this fact was discovered
he sald he was under the bellef that on an ad-
justment of outstanding aceounts the company*
would be found to be Indebted to him.

FIERCE FIRE IN THE CORNELL BEUTLDING.
WORK NEEDED T0 PUT OUT THE
ERNTSS OF A WATUOIMAN,

TWO HOURS 01
BLAZE—CAREL
Employes of several firms in the Cornell Bulld-
ing, at Nos 11 and 142 Centre-st, were leaving the
bullding late vesterday afternoon when L. Den-
neck, the nlght watchman, dscoversd Names in
some Waste paper near the elevator shaft on the
north side at the fourth floor. He stamped out the
fire, or thought he dil, and went to another part
of the bullding. A few minutes later employes of
flourke & Marx, jewellers, on the top floor, ran
downgtalrs and gave an alarm to call the firemen,
The watchman told the firemen when they arrived
that thers was only a Httle fire in the elevator
shaft on the ground tloor, and Gattallon Chief M-
Gl sent a single company to the shaft.

ago Mr. Stein was credited with being worth
mere than $2,000,000, He is a large owner of real
estate In this city, but no estimats of {ts value
eould be made yesterday., His address s No,
47 East Fifty-sixth-st. He has been in Europe
with his wife. He has no children. It was
sald on good authority yesterday that Mr. Stein
has In the last two years operated largely In
stocks in London. He s sald to have met
severe losses in the last two years, and his
wealth Is belleved to have heen greatly reduced.
It is not known in what securities he has been
speculating, but it i surmised that his losses
grew out of transactions in American securities,
